—TJEOPLE of .Canada are sometimes bewildered by 
conflicting statements of what has been accom¬ 
plished in pursuing the war. They try to strike a bal¬ 
ance between the virulent attacks of opposition and the 
overbright picture presented hy the government. Cer¬ 
tain things they know. One is that the cost of liying 
has been controlled to date, as it was not controlled in 
the last war. Another is that the tax impositions are 
very much heavier than they were at any' time in the 
last war. There are perhaps other conditions to indicate 
that something has been learned from the last war. 

Grant Dexter, writing in the Winnipeg Free Press 
compares the national situation in February, 1916 with 
that of February, 1941—after 18 months of war in both 
instances. In 1916. he says, we were headed into politi¬ 
cal tempest, with the country badly divided, Quebec in 
revolt, and bilingualism in Ontario a contentious ques¬ 
tion. By actual measurement, he says, Canadian news¬ 
papers were giving as much space to the Ontario-Que- 
bec crisis as to the war. The shell scandal was reach¬ 
ing a height; there were hay contract scandals, revolver 
and pistol scandals. “Todays’’ he'sajs, “there is a great¬ 
er national unity than-before the" war began. If you 
doubt it, think back to the sfx months prior to Septem¬ 
ber 1939. No serious charge of scandal has been made. 
Inefficiency, lack of results, lack of planning, extrava¬ 
gance—yes. But scandal, no.” 

He says that on the financial side, the problem of war 
finance has been faced with realism and courage. In 
1916 profiteering was rampant, and the tide of inflation 
was sweeping in. War contract profits today are cut be¬ 
low 6% and a 76% excess profit tax scoops in all re¬ 
maining cream. And moreover, higher taxation is com¬ 
ing. In 1916 an income tax was considered impossible, 
and the tax on business profits in excess of 7% was on¬ 
ly 26%. Today that tax is nearly 85%. At the present 
rate the government is earning mol's in war taxes in 
three months, than was raised in war taxation in the 
whole four years of the last war. In 1914-18, the war 
never took more than 10 cents out of every dollArearn- 
ed. Today it is taking 25 cts. out of every dollar and 
the .proportion is rising rapidly. , 

In the fighting services, says Mr. Dexter, our army 
is costlier in every respect than the Canadian corps of 
1914-18. ~in the last war we attempted neither navy nor 
airforce of our own. But now we have created a gigan¬ 
tic air-training establishment, and we have built a navy 
which, up to November 1940, had convoyed 21 million 
tons of cargo, with a loss of only three-quarters of one 
per cent. 

The labor problem, he admits, has been badly bungled 
We failed to put men and women into industrial labor 
in large numbers at the start of the war. Therefore, we 
now suffer from bottle-necks in skilled labor and war 
production must suffer temporarily. Though war pro¬ 
duction in the main his been splendid, it has bad spots. 
We are producing army trucks, mechanical- transports, 
In huge numbers. The armies of the Nile have sped to 
victory on Canadian-made vehicles. Production of fooo, 
explosives, shells, ships, etc., has been good. But the 
output of airplane frames has failed to measure up to 
forecasts. This failure menaces the speeded-up sched¬ 
ules of the air-training plan. Likewise the production 
of big guns, tanks and such armored equipment is away 
behind expectation. We have succeeded where proces¬ 
ses of production were familiar to workmen and indus¬ 
trialists. We have failed to produce new and highly 
complicated equipment as fast as expected. 

Summarizing, Mr. Dexter says; “Considered in the 
mass rather than detail, the war program seems to 
have suffered lack of co-ordination, inability to identify 
soft spots quickly and concentrate on remedies. But 
these past 16 months have seen a job marvellously well 
done on the whole.” 

In his survey, the writer aLs» quotes Dr. Skelton's 
words shortly before he~died. Dr. Skelton said that the 
government had made many mistakes because no one 
could foresee the vastness of the effort. But the one as¬ 
pect of Canadian policy in which no error would be 
found w-as in relationship to -United States, in bringing 
the republic closer to the British Commonwealth. “That 
job has been perfectly done,” said Dr. Skelton, and 
credit goes exclusively to Mr. King, ' In this respect his 
leadership has been of incalculable value. There are 
few in Canada, even amongst Mr. King’s bitterest op¬ 
ponents, who will deny the justice of this acknowledg¬ 
ment. History may yet credit him with one of the great 
diplomatiifachievements of the war period. 


The Canadian Branch of the League of Nations—There 
is an item of $13(5.000 in the estimates for that body—be¬ 
lieves thought should be given now to problems that will 
arise after the war and that Britain should declare its war 
and peace aims. This shows that the League is still alive 
and prepared to engage in discussion which is its business 
and pleasure. The financial contribution contains hope that 
junketing tours to Geneva may yet be resumed. It depends. 
We do not know whether Gus Dorozia interrupted his 
training by indulging in roseate dreams of what he would 
do when he became champion. If he did, it was time wast¬ 
ed, for Joe Louis knocked him out in the second round. Cer¬ 
tainly Joe was not interesting himself in academic specu- 
lations or esoteric profundities. His thought was centred 
on knocking out the challenger pronto. First things first, 
said Joe, with primitive instinct that if he himself were 
knocked out the immediate future would belong to Gus. -

An Escaped Native of Island 
of Guernsey, Tells of Life “ 
Under Swastika 1 

The Germans have been ruling the 
island of Guernsey in the English 
channel for several months. Recently 
eight inhabitants of the island es¬ 
caped in a 20 foot boat to England, 
bringing with them a first-hand ac¬ 
count of laws which prevail under 
German occupation.. The story of 
these experierices appeared in the 
London Daily Herald, and was loaned 
to the Times by Mr. A.-J. LaPatourel 
who is himself a native of Guernsey. 

The articles tell of the proclama¬ 
tions posted in these peaceful little is¬ 
land for evacuation to England, jvo- 
.men and children first. The greater 
part of the population left, but some 
elected to remain, believing it was 
“yellow” to desert the island which 
had gone through the last war un¬ 
touched, and a few who had gone to 
England returned home because 
things seemed so peaceful. 

Than came Friday, June 28 V-hen 
the* Nazi planes -swooped out of the 
sky, roaring back and forth over the 
island machine gunning every moving 
object. In the holiday town of St. 
Peterport, fruit sheds blazed, lorries 
were afire, bridges smashed. Fifty-one 
people had been killed and 140 injur¬ 
ed. •» 

People were , dazed at first, but on 
June 30 a Nazi plane landed at an air¬ 
port, with several .officers.. They called 
in perfect English for the island’s of¬ 
ficials and in two hours Guernsey was 
in German hands. The telephone ex¬ 
change was disconnected, cables were 
cut and warning was issued not to re¬ 
pair these. Within a day the place 
was crawling with Nazis. Headquar¬ 
ters were set up in hotels and vacated 
•■houiv&T to house the 1000 soldiers be¬ 
lieved to be on the island. The island’s 
two newspapers were printed with 
new German regulations, and later be¬ 
gan to carry daily lessons in German. 

The escaped inhabitants tell of 
some of the regulations, "Weapons of 
all sorts had to be handed over. It 
was forbidden to sing “God Save the 
King,” the penalty being 15 years in 
prison.' No fisherman was allowed 
further than two miles from shore, 
and when some had broken this rule 
each fishing vessel carried a soldier 
with a sub-machine gun. 

All spirits and gas were turned over 
to the Nazis. There must be no talk¬ 
ing in groups. All foodstuffs were 
cleared up and rationing was started. 
One ship plied from Holland bringing 
man and munitions to the island, and 
carrying from the islands, food, liquor 
and all the natives had been forced to 
surrender.

But people soon found out 
that everyone did not have equal 
incomes. The Germans had much 
more than anyone else. The Guernsey 
folk were paid in Guernsey money but 
Jerry flooded the island with marks 
from Germany and later from a press 
on the island. It didn’t make much 
difference about wages, because there 
was nothing to buy. No imports ex¬ 
cept for the troops. 

Cinemas were opened for German 
propaganda, and a Prussian parade 
was shown. 

After the review all those of Brit¬ 
ish citizenship were asked to raise 
their hands and they all did—a photo¬ 
grapher snapped the picture just as 
the arms were lifted, and the picture 
then appeared in the German papers 
on the island (and it is supposed else¬ 
where) to show how the Guernsey 
people gave the Nazi salute.

If there is one thing upon which 
people in all classes agree today, if is 
that there must be a “new world” af¬ 
ter the war.

Wheat Shortages 
Appear in Europe 

(From 1’ioneer Grajn) 

Though Germany, Italy and the oc¬ 
cupied countries of continental Eur¬ 
ope are isolated from overseas sup¬ 
plies of wheat by the , British block 
ade, developments within these areas 
will determine to an important degree 
the size of the market that will open 
up when the war comes to an end 
says the weekly review of the Pioneer 
Grain Company, Limited. Further 
more, the ability of the Axis to feed 
itself may have a profound influence 
upon the course of the war itself. 

Europe grew less wheat in .1940 
than for several years, though the 
crop was by no means small. Greatest 
.eductions occurred" in the Danube 
basin, the “bread-basket” .'of Europe. 
On the other hand, there were very 
large stocks of wheat on hand in moj.t 
of the important deficiency countries 
which might be used, if necesssary 
The general concensus of opinion 
seems to be that the supply of wheat 
if evenly distributed, could be made 
sufficient .to feed the people of Eur¬ 
ope with only moderate r eduction s in 
accustomed levels 'of consTITTTption. 
The difficulty is to assure even dis¬ 
tribution, for there are some coun¬ 
tries, like Norway, Holland and Bel¬ 
gium which grow only a small frac¬ 
tion of their requirements. 

Rationing has been in effect in a! 
these continental countries f"r some 
months, the Pioneer reviews contin -’ 
ues, but whether severe shortages 
have yet appealed can .not be ascer 
tained. Home grown crops were, of 
course, available in the fall of 1944F, 
and these would last for some time, 
helping to mask any underlying de¬ 
ficiency. There arc a few items to 
suggest that supplies are beginning o 
cun short. From Belgium, which 
usually imports 75 per cent, of its 
bread grain requirements, comes an 
item saying that 1940 supplies will not 
last long and tsLling of new official 
measures to control and utilize all 


Norway, the bread and flour ration 
was reduced recently by one-sixth. 
Italy has appointed a “food dictator” 
with powers of a very wide character. 
Indirect evidence of shortage is af¬ 
forded by the strenuous attempt of 
German officials to bring about an 
increase in the acreage sown to bread 
grains for the present crop. So far 
as can be ascertained, very little 
change was reeprded in acreage sown, 
and the weather has been rather un¬ 
favorable for growing. 

-The agreement to transfer a huge 
'quantity of grain from Russia to Gey- 
many under the reosnt trade agree¬ 
ment hardly indicates a comfortable 
situation, since Germany herself is 
better off than any of her dependen¬ 
cies. It is interesting to observe also 
that the signing of this agreement 
coincided with rumors of negotiations 
for the sale of Argentine wheat Rus¬ 
sia, something unprecedented in the 
grain trade, which may mean that the 
Russian surplus is not equal to Ger¬ 
man requirements. Argentina ex¬ 
pressed her willingness to trade with 
anyone, but the risk of any substan¬ 
tial quantities of Argentine wheat 
finding their way directly or indirect¬ 
ly to Germany is not considered to be 
very serious while the Britis.h navy 
controls the trade routes.

What’s the Matter With 
Farming? Answer Given in 
Letters to Macleans. Others 
Support the View .. 


A number of readers have com¬ 
mented on an articlf appearing in the 
current .Maclean’s * n the form of let¬ 
ters from a farmer to his son, and 
the son’s reply. The father wants his 
son to leturn to the farm and take 
over. The son refuses, ~ giving his 
reasons. It is not a very cheery ar¬ 
ticle. but does present an‘oft-express¬ 
ed view on the penalties imposed on 
farming, without corresponding re¬ 
turns. It is a picture which has coun¬ 
terpart in all rural areas over Can¬ 
ada, and unless something is done to 
elevate farm standards, and make 
prospects more promising, there are 
going to be many y oung men replying 
to their hard-worked parents in the 
same st>ain. 

The father writes to his son telling 
that the parents are’ getting too old 
to manage the farm. They want him 
to return. In presenting the case for 
the old home the father points out 
that the young man will start with an 
.mproved place. Admitting that mon¬ 
ey is not plentiful, he says that money 
is not everything. The farmer does 
not punch a time clock, he works hard 
but is .his own boss. It is a life of 
variety, free from the monotony of 
most jobs. A man keeps fit in the 
type of outdoor work. There is joy in- 
working with nature, and in having 
faith that harvest will follow seed 
.ime. There is plenty of social life, and 
a good lile. The farm products are 
always necessary, always of service. 

Son Says No 

The son who is 30 years of ag>e with 
good education, and has travelled 
round, writes in reply—sadly, reluct¬ 
antly and firmly saying “no.” He 
acknowledges with gratitude all that 
his parents have done for him, saying, 
“How often, dad, in the past 25 years 
have you had a holiday? How often 
have you missed milking cows, stayed 1 ) 
in bed after 6 a.m., quit work at 7 p. 
m. ? Never sinos I can remember. In 
your time you have produced enough 
farm products to supply a small vil¬ 
lage. Yes, you deserve to retire, but 
can you ? No. If 1 wens to take the 
farm. I could not give you enough to 
retire on. Nor could 1 earn enough 
cjn it to make that possible. 

1 “If you sell it—supposing you could 
sell it—you could not get enough to 
kesp you modestly for five years. But 
I am planning to help you, and we will 
work out’something. 

“I cannot take over the farm as 
that would make your retirement im- 
. possible, nor am I willing to work as 
hard as you, and face old age worn 
oat, and •without plain independence. 
You gave me a good education, and a 
good knowledge of farming. Curiosity 
has taken me to work in the factories, 
forests and mines of Canada. Exper¬ 
ience therefore has taught me that of 
all workers in Canada, the farmers 
get the worst d6al. Then why should 
I farm Z 

No Effective Organization 

“The reasons for your bad deal are 
nuifieruus. You are victims of cir¬ 
cumstances beyond your control. You 
belong to no effective working organ¬ 
ization, yet you must deal with organ¬ 
ized society. Therefore you have no 
control over the price of produce you 
sell nor goods you buy. 

“Since 1930 (using only one pro¬ 
duct) you have produced a lot of 
wheat, and sold.it at an average which 
lost you—counting nothing for your 
labor—more than 209r. And you can 
t do nothing about it. There is the same 
story with everything you have pro¬ 
duced since 1930, with loss in some 
cases more than 20 r /r. I cannot walk 
into a business like that. 

“And you speak of the war. But of 
nil those producing war materials, the 
farmers alone are producing at a fig¬ 
ure consistently below cost. This is 
worthy of praise, but why should you 
do it if others are not? We’ll share 
the victory. No, I cannot work volun¬ 
tarily on the farm during the war. 

“You know that all these reasons 
are beyond your control, I would go 
hack to please you if I could, but 
farming has neither present nor fu¬ 
ture as judged by the last ten .years, 
and conditions as they are.” 

Others Have the Same View 

It is a coincidence that almost sim¬ 
ultaneously with the article in Mac¬ 
leans, there was also published an ar¬ 
ticle in the Calgary Herald, presenting 
views very similar to that of the son 
in the above article.. The story in the
